A Forest? Inspector,-writos in

\ Agog ago, from tho days of tho 
forgotten past, this sagacious and 
most valuablo animal is known in 
Indin, and the methods of captur- 
ing and training it have: hardly 
changed for tho last 2,000 
yoars' or more. In tho hymns 
of the Rig’ Veda, tho clephant 
ia known ‘as tho animal with 
dovine qualities, In tho Athar- 
van, it is desoribod aa tho- might- 
iest monarch of tho animal-king- 
dom. In the puronas, it is tho 
Hindu God Ganesha. Even in 
tho Buddhist poriod, tho elephant 
is spoken of by Monier Williams 
as tho most saorod of animals.
